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The Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 8-13-03 is 
insufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 1 and 4-19 based 
upon Slagel as set forth in the last Office action because: 
Applicants' Declaration is in direct contradiction to Slagel '505 
who discloses his compositions have "excellent impact 
resistance". Note the Abstract. A U.S. patent has the 
presumption of validity and applicants' Declaration contradicts 
Slagel given that applicants' Declaration concludes that Slagel 1 s 
materials are brittle. Furhtermore, declarations must contain 
factual evidence. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 4-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Slagel (USP 6,127,505). 

See the previous Office action at the paragraph bridging 
pages 2 and 3 et seq. 

Applicants' arguments filed 8-13-03 have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 
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A level of somewhat less than 0.5 equivalents of triol 
embraces the triol level of the rejected claims. Therefore the 
disclosure of the '505 patent and the present application overlap 
with regard to applicants' remaining remarks. These rely on 
applicants' Declaration which has been dealt with above. With 
regard to claims 2, 3 and 20, these are deemed allowable in view 
of applicants' remarks. 

Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
